It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  go  upon  Bloomfield  avenue  at  any 
time  of  the  day  without  meeting  severhl 
drunken  men  and  the  number  that  pass’ 
the  houses  of  those  living  at  Glen  Ridge 
is  great  enough  to  provoke  disgust  aud 
alarm. 

There  is  a  Reform  Club  in  Bloomfield 
but;  its  efforts  appear  to  be  exhausted  in 
speech  making,  singing  and  praying.  If 
tte  few  who  are  doing  the  best  that  they 
can  shall  receive  such  aid  and  backing 
as  is  needed  doubtless  some  efficacious 
remedy  may  be  applied.  Doubtless  the 
laws  are  difficult  of  enforcement  and  have 
purposely  been  made  so.  This  has  always 
been  true  of  this  disreputable  business, 
but  a  determined  effort  will  doubtless 
prove  of  some  avail,  E.  A  8.
